Secretary of Agriculture 
Richard Lyng announcéd details 
of initiatives which provide incen- 
tives for greater tree plantings 
and for the improvement. of the 


nation’s water quality. Details 


have been forwarded to the 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service office in 
Leicester. 

The new rules change eligibility “ 
requirements for tree plantings 
and now include filter strips in 
the program. Under the old rules, 


-two-thirds of a field had to be 


highly erodible to qualify for the 
CRP. For tree plantings, under 
the new rules, only one-third of 
the field must meet the criteria. 
In addition, the erosion criteria 


tolerance for producers opting to 
plant trees. 

Cropland acres used for filter 
strips next to streams, lakes and 
estuaries will be eligible for CRP 
even if the soil erosion criteria are 
not met. This change will permit 
farmers to enroll these acres in 
the CRP as a cost-effective way to 
keep nonpoint source pollution © 
from emptying into water 
resources. 

The sixth signup for CRP will 
be conducted Feb. 1-19. Producers 
may submit offers for either the 
1988 or 1989 crop year. 

Under the voluntary CRP, far- 
mers enter into contracts to retire 
eligible cropland for 10 years. In 
return, the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) makes an- 
nual rental payments and share 
half the cost of establishing per-
